bursted reservoir penned in tens of thousands, but the 
worst blaze started yesterday afternoon about 4:30 o'clock 
and this rooming still was claiming its toll of property and 
doubtless many lives. 


Although water from swollen streams slowly had been 


creeping up on the outlying sections of the city for hours, 
the catastrophe which resulted so seriously came within 30 
minutes after the Tarleton, reservoir broke. Few escaped 
and this is responsible for the down-town buildings being 
filled with refugees without food, water or heat. 


The streets soon became basins for swirling torrents 


of suddenly loosed water in which it has been impossible 
for boats to live. Those safe from the flood simply have 
had to wait until the water subsided. The water went 
down perceptibly each hour after noon yesterday and dur- 
ing last night and unless other reservoirs break, which is 
feared, the well organized force of relief workers should 
have a large section of the city explored before nightfall. 


Fire which no one safe from the flood and flames knew 


the extent of, added a grim menace last night and today. 
From what could be seen through field glasses from the 
top of a tall building more than a mile away, it seemed as 
it the blaze started in the Patterson Supply company's 
plant. Early today it had consumed at least parts of three 
blocks. 


The Patterson plant is in Third street near Jefferson. 


The fire burned northwest for a time and then shifted to 
directly west. It has been conservatively estimated that 
250 persons were marooned in the Beckel Hotel. It was 
believed this structure had gone up in the flames, but that 
fact could not be definitely settled. Whether many per- 
sons weije in other buildings in the vicinity is not known. 
Two expert oarsmen took a boat into parts of Third and 
Jefferson streets yesterday and saw persons in every 
building pleading with them to save them. They did not 
traverse that portion believed to have been burned. 


Word was received early today that 60 motor boats 


with men to operate them, were coming from Cleveland 
and from Cincinnati. 


Unless conditions become worse it is believed practi- 


cally all of the submerged section can be explored today. 
That conditions will improve is not assured, however. 


Reports early today from the vicinity of Lewiston were 


that the huge reservoir there was expected to break any 
minute. A high wind' was blowing .over the reservoir 
banks, the dams were weakening rapidly and Lewiston 


were fleeing from their homes for high ground.
